Claim 1 1 is either obvious over or anticipated by U.S. Patent 5,942,088. Accordingly, 
the special feature linking the two inventions, dewatering, shredding, transporting and ozone 
bleaching, does not provide a contribution over the prior art, and no single general inventive 
concept exists. Therefore, restriction is appropriate.
